To fight with machines and 
save lives is the proper modern sys-t 
tern of warfare, in my opinion." 


So far as Mr. Ford knows, there 


has not yet been any provision made 
in the American army's fighting 
scheme for these tiny tanks. But if 
they should be wanted he'd like noth- 
ing better than the job of turning 
them out. And they could be produc- 
ed almost as rapidly as pleasure cars, 
ie thinks.

"I dont 'believe they'd cost more 


than $lj500 apiece, a.nd they'd savt 
the lives of thousands of soldiers.

To fight with machines and 
save lives is the proper modern sys-t 
tern of warfare, in my opinion." 


So far as Mr. Ford knows, there 


has not yet been any provision made 
in the American army's fighting 
scheme for these tiny tanks. But if 
they should be wanted he'd like noth- 
ing better than the job of turning 
them out. And they could be produc- 
ed almost as rapidly as pleasure cars, 
ie thinks.
